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Mobile Chest X-Ray 
to be Here in 


All surrounding 
towns & districts 
being canvassed 
for applications 


Arrangements are now completed 
for the Mobile Chest X-Ray Unit 
to visit Vulcan the week commenc¬ 
ing: April 15th. This was arranged 
and disclosed at a meeting of the 
Vulcan Liens Club held in the 
Dobbs Hotel dining room on Mon¬ 
day evening, March lbth, and at¬ 
tended by representatives from 
the various organizations in the 
town and district. 

•Dr. A. H. Baker, of the Central 
Alberta Sanitarium, was in atten¬ 
dance and erplained in some detail 
how this mobile unit became avail¬ 
able, how it is conducted and what 
they have accomplished tp date. 
Miss Stewart, District Health 
Nurse from High River showed two 
films dealing with Tubercu*osis. 
Also in attendance were Col. 
Knight, former Officer Command¬ 
ing the 41st Brigade (Reserve) 
which included the local Militia 
Unit, Mrs. Caville, District Health 
Nurse at Lomond and Miss Thomp¬ 
son, District Health Nurse who 
has just recently returned from 
five years overseas with the Ca¬ 
nadian Army. 

Following the .regular dinner - 
meeting of the Lions Chib the meet¬ 
ing was turned over to discussion 
and planning for the visit here of 
the Mobile X-Ray Clinic. The date 
found most suitable was the week 
commencing April 15th. The unit 
would be set up that day and begin 
operation on Tuesday, April 6th. 
The clinic can Wndle 300 persons 
a day and will ranain here as long 
as it can be kept operating at ca¬ 
pacity. Tt was decided to make a 
complete canvas of all residents 
of the I/wnond, Armada, Queens¬ 
town, Brant, Ensign 1 ) Vulcan, Kirk¬ 
caldy, Champion, and Carmangay 
districts and endeavour to have as 
nearly as possible a 100% cover¬ 
age of the people in these districts 
avail hemselves of his free chest 
X-Ray. 

It was decided to hold a meeting 
Thursday evening in the Legion 
Hall to arrange divisions of the 
district for purpose of canvassing 
purposes and to have this canvass 
completed, and application cards in 
the hands of the secretary by the 
end of the month. This would en- 
abfe the notices for date and time 
of X-Ray to be sent to the indi¬ 
viduals a few days in advance, and 
also let them know how long the 
unit will remain here. 

A great deal of information was 
given at the meeing. Some of this 
follows. 1 

The Alberta Department of 
Health provides free examination 
and treatment of Tuberculosis. To 
supplement this and to bring exam¬ 
ination to the people the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association was or¬ 
ganized and stages a Christmas seal 
sale each vear. Last year $^° 000 
was raised in this manner. From 
these proceeds two mobile X-nay 
units were purchased. These are 
operated by the Dept, of Health. 

170,000 persons have been exa¬ 
mined since the first unit started 
operating in September 1943. Of 
this number 363 were active spread¬ 
ing cases of Lung Tuberculosis, 
and 1877 had ;he inactive type. 

Tuberculosis does not disclose 
itself until the advanced stages. No 
person can tell by how they feel 
or bv appearances whether or not 
they have Tuberculosis. It can only 
be discovered in its early stages 
by X-ray. In its early stages a 
complete cure is quite simple ?nd 
quick. When it reaches an advanced 
stage, a cure is very slow and the 
person may never be employable 
again. $500,000 are spent annually 
in the province on treatment. The 
mohile unit affords an onnorturitv 
of discovering it in the early stages 
and this lessens the cost of treat¬ 
ment and, it is hoped, may eventu¬ 
ally eliminatel the disease entirely 
as far as the advanced stages go. 

The highest death rate is in the 
highest age groups. 

About ten minutes are all that 
is required to make out the cards 
and have the X-ray taken. It will 
NOT be necessary o bare the chest 
and persons of all age* are elig¬ 
ible. 

U is found that there are about 
two acttv spreading case* per thous¬ 
and among those examined and 
several times that many with in¬ 
active cases. If any abnormality is 


Alta. Increase 
Car Accidents 

(From A.M.A. News of Week) 
Motor accidents on streets—arid 
highways in the province took the 
lives of 73 persons in 1945, accord¬ 
ing to official figures which $he Al¬ 
berta Motor Association has re¬ 
ceived from the provincial secre¬ 
tary’s department. 

The alarming side of this re¬ 
port js that the number of fatali¬ 
ties was an increase of 22 over the 
previous year. Officials regard this 
as a freshcall for safety programs 
to be initiated in the province and 
rigorous steps being taken to 
check careless and reckless drivers. 

Thg number of fatal accidents 
includes six persons killed at level 
crossings. This is a slight reduc¬ 
tion from the previous year. 

Accidents in the cities in the 
province resulted in deaths to 24 
persons, a number of whom diea 
from injuries. 

The report says it Is noticeable 
that the number of accidents in¬ 
creased soon after the restrictions 
on gasoline rationing and the fed¬ 
eral regulations governing the 
rate of speed on highways were 
lifted last August. Neglect of driv¬ 
ers in exercising practical precau¬ 
tions to offset winter hazards also 
was partly responsible. 

Generally speaking, fatal acci¬ 
dents resulted from excessive 
speed, careless and negligent driv¬ 
ing, level crossings, skidding on 
wet, icy and slippery roads.

James Gregg, 77 year old Scot 
of Bremerton, Washington, who 
always serenaded the United 
States of American on the fourth 
of July, died recently but not 
without providing for his own 
graveside serenade. 

His will asked that six kilted 
Scots—four bagpipers and two 
drummers- act 'as pallbearers and 
play native tunes for the burial 
service. It provided that each be 
paid $100 at the conclusion of the 
ci remony. 

Gregg went to Washington 35 
years ago and did not miss a year 
in his serenade to America.

UNDERPAID SCIENTIFIC 


The scientific agriculturists in 
the employ of the federal govern¬ 
ment in particular, are on the 
whole. poorly paid. This was 
brought out by Rupert Ramsay of 
Saskatoon who mentioned that A. 
W. Platt of the Swift Current ex¬ 
perimental farm who developed 
Rescue, the new sawfly resistant 
wheat, is paid $1,800 a year by the 
federal department of agriculture. 
He is a university graduate, mar¬ 
ried and with four children. He re¬ 
cently turned down an offer of 
$5,000 a year from Kansas State 
University, to stay with his job in 
Swift Current. 

Scientific agriculturists have 
rendered a tremendous service to 
the farmers of Western Canada 
and one which cannot be measured 
hi dollars and cents. The develop¬ 
ment of Marquis wheat alone has 
been worth hundreds of millions 
of dollars to Western Canada. 
Then many other achievements 
have been made in the development 
of earlier ripening grain varieties, 
fust resistant wheat, and so on. 
These men are probably the worst 
paid in Canada, particularly when 
the value of their services is con¬ 
sidered.—Wheat Pool Budget. 

AUSTERITY FOR US 

Trade Minister James MacKin¬ 
non, back from a tour of South 
America, suggests that if Canada 
hopes to get a foothold in the 
world’s trade markets she had bet¬ 
ter prepare to pay for it with a 
bit of self-deqial, says The Ottawa 
Journal. 

That seems fairly obvious. The 
world at this stage is not waiting 
for Canadian goods; it is waiting 
for goods. Accordingly, if we set 
out with the smug plan of filling 
all our own needs first, other coun¬ 
tries smart enough to do without 
things until they get their export 
trade going will almost surely get 
our market. 

That should tell us the need oi 
being up and doing about exports, 
about markets—tell us in fact that 
no matter what it costs us now we 
must have such markets.—Cowich- 
an Leader.

Anglo-Saxon 
Race Theories 


Generalissimo Stalin has inter¬ 
preted Winston Churchill’s widely 
quoted speech as an attempt “to 
sow disunity between countries and 
hampering further co-operation.” 

He said in an interview: “Mr. 
Churchill and his friends in Eng- 
lantLard U.S.A. are submitting to 
the nations who do not speak the 
English langu-ge a sort of ultima¬ 
tum wh : ch is ‘You recognize our 
superiority and everything will oe 
all right. Otherwise war is inevi- 
tab’e’.” 

“Hitler began the causes of war 
by introducing race theories in 
which he declared that only people 
who speak the German language 
are peoples of pure race. Mr. 
Churchill also begins incitement for 
war with the race theory, giving 
privileges to the races who speak 
the English language and who 
have the right to decide the fate of 
the whole world. 

“The German race theory made 
Hitler and his friends think that 
they were the only race who have 
the right to rule other nations. The 
English race theory which is ex¬ 
pressed by Mr. Churchill and his 
friends say that the nations which 
speak the English language must 
rule over the rest of the world.” 

Commenting on this The Morn¬ 
ing Albertan says; “Stalin is defin¬ 
itely unfair when he saysour rac¬ 
ism of Mr. Churchill’s is tne same 
as Hitler’s. British and Americans 
do not consider thentselves physi¬ 
cally or mentally superior to other 
races. Nor do they on the whole 
expect to rule the world. But what 
we do have, and usually fail to re¬ 
cognize, is a thorough, conviction 
of racial moral superiority. 

“From the formulation of- the 
Atlantic Charter to the present, 
every diplomatic move leading to 
the Russian crisis has been mark¬ 
ed by the determination of the 
English-speaking nations that the 
post-war wbrld shall be ruled ac¬ 
cording to rules and principles 
that we consider are morally right. 

“If the entire world agrees with 
us as to what is right this is an ad¬ 
mirable code. It ran also be an 
admirable code if some of the 
world does not agree with us, and 
we are prepared to take the con¬ 
sequences of our determination. 

“But when we forge blithely 
ahead blindly ignoring the fact 
that anv considerable body of peo¬ 
ple might under any circumstances 
disagree with our moral convic¬ 
tions, it gives Stalin a chance to - 
say what he did. 

“Until we recognize that great 
differences may exist and do exist 
between two cherished codes of 
political and international moral¬ 
ity we cannot even begin to settle 
differences between the nations 
that hold them.”

TOO MUCH OVERHEAD 

There are tens of thousands of 
government employees across Can¬ 
ada who are no longer needed, 
Senator C. C. Ballantyne declared 
last week, adding that “one' could 
( lose his eyeg and dispense with 
the services of 50% of those work¬ 
ers for the government and they 
would never be missed.” 

Such a rough and ready de¬ 
mobilization of the war swollen 
civil service would probably not be 
the best method but Senator Bal¬ 
lantyne brings to the public atten¬ 
tion a pruning job that should not 
he delayed. 

Before the war there* were 44,000 
peqple working for the Dominion 
Government and the annual payroll 
amounted to $88 millions. This 
year those figures had risen to 
150,000 people and $229 millions. 
That outlay -is approximately half 
our pre-war budget, an utterly 
fantastic load'for a country of on¬ 
ly 12 millions to carry. Assuming

Confusion of 
Income Tax Act 

(Financial Post) 

Before the senate tax inquiry, 
the Deputy Minister of National 
Revenue asserted that in one year 
assessments of income tax were in 
creased by $38 millions over the 
original amounts declared by tax¬ 
payers. If proof were needed of 
the utter jumble of our present 
taxation regulations, we have it 
here. 

In most of the corporation re¬ 
turns involved, cases were handled 
by competent auditors and ac¬ 
countants and the same applies to 
n great many of the personal re¬ 
turns as well. Yet by the very ad¬ 
mission of the Deputy Minister 
himself we must assume that not 
even competent auditors, let alone 
the average citizen, can under¬ 
stand the present act. 

S. S. Thorvaldson, head of the 
Income Taxpayer Association,, was 
on solid ground when he told a 
Toronto audience recently that: 

“Our tax laws are so complicated

The deputy minister for taxation 
which in practice includes inspec¬ 
tors, assessors, minor clerks and 
other officials, large and small, 
important ones and unimportant 
ones, are lothed with such arbi¬ 
trary discretionary powers and au¬ 
thority that in many cases the tax¬ 
es that you and I are called upon 
to pay are subject largely to the 
whim and caprice of officials in¬ 
stead of being determined or de¬ 
terminable by laws which can, if 
necessary, be construed by the 
courts.” 

The Income Tax Act started off 
simple enough in 1917. There were 
few discretionary powers and 
those only exercisable by the min¬ 
ister himself, who is an elected of¬ 
ficial. But the tax and the act have 
grown mightily since 1917 and so 
have the number of discretions and 
the officials who can exercise them 

The result today is an act no¬ 
body understands and a tax few 
can compute. This crazy situation 
calls for immediate and drastic 
correction. 


The Red Cross, in the name of 
the unfortunate, asks generous 
support for its work in peacetime 
as well as in war.
